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AT&T, 2 BELLS PLAN TO UPGRADE CELLULAR SYSTEMS 


NEW YORK - American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., and two regional Bell com- 
panies, plan to develop a radio technology 
that could significantly boost the capacity 
of cellular radio systems, the companies 
said. 

AT&T has signed an agreement with 
Qualcomm Inc., a San Diego company that 
pioneered the Code Division Multiple Ac- 
cess, or CDMA, technology for use in cellu- 
lar radio systems. Nynex Corp., and Chi- 
cago-based Ameritech, plan to install the 
systems in their networks. 

The plan, by three of the industry’s 
biggest players to develop and use the tech- 
nology, is significant, because their approval 
could help make it a standard for the cellular 
industry and so-called personal communi- 
cations services of the future. 

Personal communications service net- 
works, as envisioned by the telecommuni- 
cations industry, will allow millions of cus- 
tomers to carry lightweight, pocket-sized 
phones by the end of this century. But the 
networks will require enormous transmis- 
sion capacity - many times greater than con- 
ventional cellular telephone networks. In 
several major Cities, including New York 
and Los Angeles, these cellular networks 
are suffering increasingly from capacity short- 
ages. 

CDMA systems are said to offer up to 
20 times more call-handling capacity than 
the conventional cellular systems. The CDMA 
systems assign a special electronic code to 
each call signal, allowing more calls to 
occupy the same space and be spread over 
an entire frequency band. By contrast, the 
current standard for future digital systems, 
time-division multiple access, or TDMA, 
offers three-to-seven times the capacity of 
existing systems, and works by placing each 
call signal into a time slot, and transmitting 
it within a single frequency. 


“We are launching the next-generation 
digital cellular technology,” said Allen 
Salmasi, vice president of planning and de- 
velopment at Qualcomm. “Basically these 
agreements will put us on the map as a major 
supplier of CDMA equipment for the cellu- 
lar industry.” AT&T declined to comment 
on the agreement. 

Nynex Mobile Communications Co., 
which has the more ambitious plan of the 
two regional phone companies, said that 
late next year in New York City it will roll 
out the nation’s first wireless personal tele- 
phone service. The company plans to start 
Out small with one new switch in Manhat- 
tan. Recently, it announced a multimillion- 
dollar agreement to buy the cellular switch- 
ing gear from AT&T for an undisclosed 
amount. 

Nynex also said it agreed to buy $3, 
million of digital telephone handsets from 


Qualcomm to sell to its customers. The- 


phones are expected to be smaller, lighter 
and cheaper than most existing cellular 
phones. 

Nynex Mobile, which will use frequen- 
cies already assigned to it for cellular tele- 
phone transmissions, conducted a trial of 
the new technology from February to June, 
and was enthusiastic. 

‘For densely populated areas like New 
York, personal telephone service will offer 
consumers the most flexible, portable and 
practical personal communications system 
available,” said Robert Keller, Nynex 
Mobile’s chief operating officer. ““When 
PTS is introduced next year, a telephone 
number will no longer represent a place, but 
rather, a person.” 

Like conventional cellular service, 
personal telephone service will connect with 
the phone system through radio antennae. 
However, the antennae will be smaller.

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Agency to Propose A 
Security Standard For 
Computers by Fall 


Bowing to political pressure, a Com- 
merce Department agency said that by 
September it will propose a standard for 
computer security that experts say will be a 
boon for the high-tech industry. 

John Lyons, director of the National 
Institute of Standards and Technology, the 
agency in charge of producing a standard, 
said Friday that work on a proposed stan- 
dard should be completed “in a matter of a 
few weeks” and will be published “by the 
end of summer.” 

The standard should help the spread of 
electronic data communications by encour- 
aging computer-network operators to install 
a single method of ensuring that documents 
sent via computer networks are authentic 
and haven’t been altered. But because such 
an approach to security, called public-key 
cryptography, also provides a defense against 
computer snoops, it has prompted opposi- 
tion from the National Security Agency, the 
nation’s chief electronic spy. 

Members of Congress, and officials in 
the computer industry, have complained 
about opposition from the NSA. 

The NSA, one of the government’s 
most secretive agencies, declines to say 
publicly why it fears such improvements in 
electronic communications. Mr. Lyons says 
the NSA’s objections turn on national secu- 
rity concerns, but he wouldn't be specific. 

RSA Data Security, Inc., a tiny concern 
in Redwood City, Calif., controls the most 
widely used approach to public-key cryp- 
tography. Experts say the federal govern- 
ment probably should adopt RSA Data’s 
approach, since it is popular in Europe and 
catching on in the U.S. 


But there are other alternatives. ““Tech- 
nically, it’s an open question,” said Willis 
Ware, a computer scientist at Rand Corp. 
who chairs a Commerce Department advi- 
sory committee on computer security. 

Mr. Ware said that while RSA Data 
“has a corner on the marketplace,” there 
may be weaknesses in the company’s ap- 
proach to security that are only known by 
the NSA.
